The Fire wards respectfully submit the following report for 
the past year. 


The engine and apparatus is in good working order, and is 
efficient for most any emergency. A good feeling exists in the 
company and all are ready to promptly respond to the alarm of 
fire. There are but 26 men in the company. 


We have had but two fires, both at C. D. Farrar’s mills, 
with a loss of, perhaps $3500. The engine saved twice its cost 
at the first fire, on the day of the firemen’s muster at Keene. 
The condemned hose has been sold and the proceeds applied in 
part payment for a piece of new suction hose,which was needed.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Fellow Citizens,—I submit the following report of schools 
in the town of Troy for the year ending March Ist 1883. 

With two exceptions, experienced teachers have been em- 
ployed. The general condition of the schools has been good 
and the previous standard of excellence has been maintained. 


Most of the schools have progressed harmoniously, and 


teachers and pupils have worked in unison and concord. Fail- 


ure in all cases should not be attributed to inability of teachers. 
Many injudicious remarks are made by parents and others, in 
regard to teachers and the management of schools, tending to 
lower them in the scholars estimation, begetting prejudices and 
destroying teachers power for good. 

Again progress in some schools would be more satisfactory 
if teachers would remember that instruction should be adapted 


to the mental capacity of the pupil, and give explanations in 


language which can be understood. Prompt and constant at- 
tendance, short lessons well committed, pleasant remarks and 
explanations by teachers produce the best results. Absence, 
tardiness, too many studies at atime and poorly demonstrated, 
tend to discouragement, indecision, confusion, and backward- 
ness of many scholars. The worth of school work is shown, not 
so much by what the pupils commit to memory but by what they 
manifest in thought, speech and writing. A capable, experi- 
enced, earnest teacher, watchful parents, well disposed scholars, 
a good school room, comfortable, convenient, well supplied with 
means for instruction make a good school. For all of these let 
us strive in the futme.

The Grammar school has been taught during the year as 
successfully and efficiently as in the past. The North Primary 
having an excellent teacher maintained its former standing. 
The South Primary examinations showed good progress and 
were a credit to both teacher and pupils. 


The Summer term in District Ng. 2 was the teacher’s first 
attempt. She labored earnestly and very good progress was 
made. The teacher for the winter term was also inexperienced. 
The school was commenced with a determination to succeed. 
Your committee was unable to be present at the close of the 
term, but parents present speak well of all exercises. 


Summer term in District No. 3, showed good work well 
performed. The progress during the fall term was good. For 
want of confidence the pupils did not do themselves or teacher 
justice at the examination. The examination for the winter 
term passed off pleasantly, notwithstanding the school was 
somewhat broken by irregular attendance. 


The teacher in District No. 4 for the summer. term was 
thorough and successful in her work. The examination for the 
winter term was also satisfactory. 


Amount of money appropriated for support of schools 
$1163.78, raised by law $1075, literary fund $88.78. Amount 
appropriated for each district can be learned by consulting 
selectmen’s report. The total number of weeks school was 
135 1-2. Average number of weeks to each school 22 1-2. 
Number of children between five and fifteen, who have not 
attended school 11. Number visits by citizens, 266. Number 
of visits by prudential committee, 16. Number of visits by 
superintending committee, 27. Of 193 scholars, eleven have 
not been absent or tardy during the year.
